through recent witnesses 
brought before the Committee. The 
last witness to be heard yesterday 
was Bishop Edwin Holt Hughes, 
senior bishop of the Methodist 
Church, who told the Committee 
that he found widespread opposi- 
tion to the Court plan among Meth- 
odists. 

The report has been current for 
some time that the opposition 
would call Archbishop Michael J. 
Curley of Baltimore. But it is un- 
derstood here that if Archbishop 
Curley testifies against the court 
plan, Cardinal Mundelein of Chica- 
go will testify ‘n behalf of the 
President’s judiciary measure. 

Reviews School Decisions. 

Father Lilly reviewed in detail 
cases in which the Supreme Court 
had upheld the right of the Cath- 
olic and Lutheran churches to con- 
duct their own schools. He stressed 
the case which came to the court 
from Oregon when that State 
passed a law requiring parents and 
guardians to send children between 
the ages of 8 and 16 “to a public 
echool for the period of time a 
public school shall be held during 
the current year.”

had dedicated their lives perma- 
nently discontinued. The Supreme 
Court of the United States declared 
the compulsory school law uncon- 
stitutional as a violation of the 
Fourteenth Amendment and _ the 
sisters were allowed to continue 
their laudable work of teaching 
little children because the Consti- 
tution meant to them what the 
Supreme Court said it meant.” 
Anderson Accompanies Him. 

Father Lilly is professor of can- 
onical and constitutional law at St. 
Louis University and practiced law 
before he entered the Jesuit order. 
He was accompanied to the Com- 
mittee room today by Representa- 
tive. J. Arthur Anderson of § St. 
Louig who recently put into the 
Congressional record a statement in 
opposition to the Court plan pre- 
pared by Father Lilly. 

“Every argument that has been 
offered in support of the court- 
packing plan;” Father Lilly said, 
“can be easily analyzed into airy 
nothingness. It was foist upon the 
country with meaningless simula- 
tion, offered as an ineffective rem- 
edy for a nonexistent evil. Stripped 
of every semblance of worthy mo- 
tive, it stands before the bar of 
public opinion without precedent, 
without reasen and without merit.” 

Even Unsafe With Gabriel. 

“Even though the archangel 
Gabriel were President of the 
United States,” he said, attacking 
the argument advanced on behalf 
of the bill that President Roosevelt 
had no desire to be a dictator, “it 
would still be true that his succes- 
gor might not be an angel. If we 
were to rest our security for the 
preservation of liberty upon the 
good will of an individual, taking 
chances on like good will con- 
tinuing with his successors, there 
would be but little meaning or pur- 
pose left to our constitufional guar- 
antees and limitations. To depend 
upon the integrity, patriotism and 
right intention of individuals and 
hope for such liberties as they may 
choose in their charity to allow us, 
is to be governed by men and not 
by law.”

ly working in the strike organiza- 
tion, $200 a week for gasoline and 
oil, paid to those using automobiles 
on strike duty, and $1000 a week 
for other expenses. 

The larger amount is used for 
food for the stay-in strikers, pickets 
and others actively engaged; medi- 
cal aid for strikers and ‘members 
of their family who are not able to 
provide for it otherwise; overhead 
expenses at strike headquarters; 
rent and public utility bills for 
strikers who are unable to meet 
debts. 

Each application for aid is inves- 
tigated, Sentner said, and, if pos- 
sible, extension of credit is obtained 
for the striker with the union guar- 
anteeing eventual payment of the 
debt. 

The union has retained several 
physicians, who on proper applica- 
tion, administer to sick strikers 
and members of their families, un- 
less they prefer to employ their 
own. The physicians are paid frem 
the union’s general funds, Sentner 
said. 

A loan bureau also has been es- 
talbished for the strikers, and loans 
of about $200 in smalh amounts 
have been made to date, at 2 per 
cent interest annually. The loan 
notes at headquarters show the 
money was borrowed for payments 
on automobiles, clothing, rent, and 
to meet interest on previous loans 
from other sources. “While we can- 
not pay benefits,” Sentner said of 
the system, “no one is going to suf- 
fer because he is on a strike. We 
do expect self-denial of luxuries 
and unnecessary expenses on the 
part of the strikers.” 

The stay-in strikers are divided 
into three shifts which are on duty 
for eight hours at a time. The du- 
ties consist of guarding the en- 
trances and windows, fire preven- 
tion patrol] and clean-up. 

Tf a stay-in is charged with neg- 
lect of duty, he is tried before a 
judge and jury, with a striker to 
prosecute him and another to de- 
fend him. Penalties are extra du- 
ties in cleaning up the plant or pa- 
trol. 
the plant for insubordination, said 
Frank Schlieman, veteran em- 
ploye, who is captain of the inside 
group.. 


Feeding of Strikers. 

Food is cooked at a nearby res- 
taurant and taken into the plant. 
Chicken, pie, ice-cream and cake 
aré served on Sundays, and the 
menu for the rest of the week .con- 
sists of a fruit, cereal, rolls and 
coffee for breakfast, and meats, 
bread and vegetables for other 
meals. Cigarettes are furnished 
free and the men do not consider 
their lot a hardship. They point 
out that while they are not earning 
anything, they also are not spend- 


ing. 

Entertainment is provided by 
strikers playing mouth harps, an 
improvised drum made of a metal 
tank, and chimes made from metal 
discs used in motor manufacture. 
Two of the men play guitars and 
several are singers.

Tells of Tavern Meeting. 

Polinsky, who at the time of the 
fire operated a grocery at 3400 Law- 
ton boulevard, testified he first met 
Fendelman July 15 at a tavern at 
Twelfth and Delmar boulevards and 
that Fendelman brought Altman to 
the Lawton boulevard store 10 days 
later. From there they went to 
Goodman’s store “for Altman to 
look it over,” the witness said. At 
this time Polinsky gave Goodman 
$50, 'which the latter gave to Fen- 
delman, and it was agreed that $200 
more was to be paid, although 
“Fendelman wanted $300 in all,” 
Polinsky testified. 

On the day of the fire—a Sunday 
morning—Polinsky testified he and 
Goodman met Altman at Skinker 
and Delmar boulevards and they 
drove to the store. Aitman carried 
a package, wrapped in newspaper, 
which later proved to contain the 
candle and “other stuff,” the wit- 
ness said. 

Fan and An Empty Can. 

Goodman and Polinsky went in 
first and Goodman waited on sev- 
eral customers, then Altman went 
in and started to “fix the place 
up,” Polinsky continued, and after 
Altman finished his work, he said, 
“Grab the can,” and they departed. 
Altman gave instructions that. a 
ventilating fan be turned on so the 
fire would spread better and said 
it would take about 20 hours for 
the fire to start, Polinsky testified. 
However, the place actually was in 
flames within half an hour. 

The witness said a can. labeled 
naphtha, introduced in evidence by 
the State, looked like the can he 
saw Altman use. When they left 
the store, Polinsky said, he put the 
empty container in the back of his 
car and later threw it in an ash- 
pit in the rear of his home. ‘That 
was where police found it later. 

Before Polinsky testified, he and 
Goodman were questioned out of 
the presence of the jury by William 
J. Hough, attorney for Altman, as 
to whether the State has promised. 
them leniency for their testimony. 
Both denied the State had prom- 
ised them anything and said the 
only thing agreed on was that they 
plead guilty.

Goodman, who gave his address 
as 6431 Cates avenue, University 
City, testified Altman made his first 
visit to the store as a “prospective 
buyer,” and that little was said 
while he was there.

Say Company Refused to Sign Con- 
tract, Though Agreeing to Demands 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, April 14—The CIO 
Steel Workers’ Organizing Com- 
mittee called a strike of 500 em- 


ployes at the Calumet Steel Co. yes- 
terday when union leaders charged 
the company had refused to sign a 
new working contract. - 

Nicholas Fontecchio, field repre- 
sentative for the union, said there 
‘was no dispute over wages or hours 
but the union demanded the com- 
pany sign an agreement reached 
after three weeks’ negotiations. 
W. B. Caldwell, general manager 
of the company, said.the concern 
believed it inadvisable to sign the 
contract, although it was willing to 
recognize the union, rights of col- 
lective bargaining and all other em- 
ployes’ rights specified in the Wag- 
ner Labor Relations Act. The com- 
pany sent letters to employes urg- 
ing the men to settle the controver- 
'sy on a “common sense basis.” 


FLUSHING (N. Y.) PAPER SEEKS 
WRIT AGAINST PICKETING 


Publisher Also Asks for $50,000 
Damages From Guild and Three 
Mechanical Unions, 

By the Associated Press, 

JAMAICA, N. ¥., April 14.—T. 
Harold Forbes, publisher of the 
North Shore Daily Journal of 
Flushing, asked the Queens County 
Supreme Court today fora perma- 
nent injunction against the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Guild and _ three 
mechanical unions, enlisting com- 
positors, stereotypers and  press- 
men, to restrain them from picket- 
ing the newspaper’s offices and also 
the offices of its advertisers. Forbes 
also is asking for $50,000 damages 
from the respondents. ' 

He testified that the action of 
strikers in picketing the offices of 
the newspaper’s advertisers had 
caused severe advertising losses, 
and cited instances where the ad- 
vertisers had immediately with- 
drawn advertisements following the 
establishments of picket lines out- 
side their doors. | 

The strike began last Nov. 23. The 
workers sought wage increases. 

Forbes contended the picketing 
was in violation of the New York 
secondary picketing law, applying 
to picketing of customers of the 
main strike objective.

If, at the end of the month, a 
Harlan County miner has pay com- 
ing over and above what he owes 
at the store, he is paid the balance 
in company scrip, Musick testified. 
‘This scrip is discounted 25 to 30 
per cent if cashed elsewhere than 
at a company store, he said. Prices 
at company stores are exorbitant, 
he told the committee. 

Benjamin Allen, a committee in- 
vestigator, reported that, of all the 
coal produced in Harlan County in 
1935, 2,943,000 tons came from mines.

Previous Proceedings. 


Judge Eugene L. Padberg, who 
impaneled the last December grand 
jury, gave it no instructions ag to 
investigating election frauds, though 
that had been the chief work of the 
preceding grand jury, which had 
found so much fraud in the August, 
1936, primary, that it had not been 
able to enter on the bond election 
inquiry. Some members of the De- 
cember grand jury had City Hall 
connections, and a majority of the 
body voted against taking up the 
fraud inquiry. For this refusal, 
early in January, Jugde J. Wesley 
McAfee, succeeding Judge Padberg 
in charge of the grand jury, sum- 
marily discharged the body in the 
middle of its term.

DETROIT, April 14.—Henry Ford 
in an interview here yesterday, said

“Of course, I think they are fool- 
ish if they join any union,” he 
added. “They will lose their liberty 
and all they will get is the right 
of paying dues to somebody.” 

He said the safeguards given 
labor by the Wagner act had been 
Ford Motor Co. policy for years. 

To a question of whether he 
would confer with a union commit- 
tee on demands or grievances, he 


replied: “Ask me that when the 
time comes.” 

“Is there any possibility that some 
day you may sit across a table 
from John Lewis as Walter P. 
Chrysler and William S. Knudsen 
did?” an interviewer asked. There 
Was a quizzical smile, but no reply. 

Does Not Expect Trouble. 

Asked what the Ford company 
would do in the event of a strike 
at the Rouge plant, Ford said: “We 
don’t anticipate trouble of any kind, 
and we are not prepared to say 
what we would do” 

He laughed and continued: “I 
heard the other day that we had 
bought some machine guns. I looked 
around and found that the talk was 
started over a couple of old guns 
we had bought as museum pieces. 
They don’t even have firing pins. 

“I haven't heard any complaint 
from our men. Any good workman 
can talk to his boss any time about 
grievances or anything else con- 
cerning his work. It’s our job to 
make conditions as desirable as 
possible for the men. 

“I would be ashamed if any one 
down in the shop or any one from 
the outside could show us that we 
have fallen down on that job. I 
don’t think we have. Yet we have 
always believed that everything 
could be better.” 

Wall Street’s Attitude. 

He declined to discuss the effect 
of the Supreme Court decision on 
industry in general. He said, how- 
ever, that the Labor Relations Act 
fitted in so well with “the desperate 
attempt of.the Wall Sreet crowd 
to control everything” that it “might 
have been inspired by Wall Street.” 

“Wall Street wants to stabilize 
things at some level,” he explained. 
“They want to create a machine 
that will turn out as mych divi- 
dends as possible. They have in- 
dustry pretty well controlled on the 
management side and if they can 
control labor, through the unions, 
they think they will have it sta- 
bilized.

It believes in scrapping old 
machinery when new machinery 
will produce automobiles at lower 
cost. It believes that markets can 
be created only by paying high 
wr es. 

“We are going to give the Wall 
Street crowd some real competition 
—and you can’t compete on low 
wees.”

CHICAGO, April 14-—Drastic 
changes strengthening the rules 
concerned with the taking of sa- 
liva tests of thoroughbreds at all 
Illinois race tracks were made to- 
day by the Illinois State Racing 
Commission. 

The new rules, designed to pro- 
tect the public as well as the own- 
ers and trainers themselves, will 
go into effect with the opening of 
the six months’ Chicago season at 
Aurora, May 1. : 

Saliva tests will continue to be 
made to prevent the illegal stimu- 
lation of horses, but a six-fold sys- 
tem for the protection of the train- 
ers of such horses has been insti- 
tuted, placing Illinois ahead of oth- 
er states in this practice. TMIllinois 
rules call for a test to be taken of 
the winner of each race and also of 
any other horses which have 
aroused. the suspicion of the stew- 
ards. 


During the taking of these tests, 
the rule always has provided that 
the trainer of the horse may be 
present. The rule has been changed 
to make attendance of the trainer 
compulsory. Or he may have a 
chemist represent him. 

Following the taking of the test, 
the samples will be sealed in a 
glass jar with the trainer’s sig- 
nature on the seal, The jars will be 
locked in a safe and each track 


i will be required to furnish a guard 


for the safe.

Still another proposal in Congress—the mos? recent 
of all—is the bill of Senator Johnson of Colorado 
to prohibit the shipment in interstate commerce of 
products made by child labor. What Senator John- 
son proposes in essence is the re-enactment of the 
Keating-Owen Act of 1916, declared unconstitutional 
in 1918 by a 5-to-4 line-up of the Supreme Court. 

The Johnson bill, which has House sponsorship 
also, was introduced @ few days after the Supreme 
Court reversed itself on the constitutionality of min- 
imum-wage legislation for women and minors. The 
basis for proposing it at this time is that since the 
minority view of the late Justice Holmes on mini- 
mum-wage legislation in 1923 now prevails, his mi- 
nority view on Federal child labor legislation in 1918 
might be accepted if brought to a new test. In this 
connection, we reprint. today the Holmes dissent in 
the first child labor case, in which Justices McKenna, 
Brandeis and Clarke joined. : 

There is also the possibility of attacking the prob- 
lem through the Clark-Connery bill, which would 
prohibit the shipment of child-labor products inte 
states with laws probibiting etploitation of children 
by industry. This bill, like a similar measure of 
Senator Wheeler, is based on the Supreme Court de- 
cision protecting states with anti-prison goods laws 
from products made by prison labor in other states. 
Attack along this line has been criticised as tending 
to set up commercial animosities among the states, 
as being difficult of enforcement and as not affecting 
child labor in purely intrastate businesses. 

It is a proper concern of government to protect 
children from “unconscionable employers,” to use 
the vivid designation of Chief Justice Hughes in his 
minimumi-wage opinion. The choice lies between an- 
other approach through the amending process and 
direct attack by Congress through, say, the Johnson 
bill. A substitute amendment would take longer, 
although the convention specification would speed 
action on the Vandenberg proposal. The conclusion 
is inescapable that after the Supreme Court’s broad- 
ened construction of the commerce clause in the 
Wagner Act decisions, Congress would be justified in 
reinstating the principle of the 1916 child labor law. 
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GOOD LEGISLATIVE POLICY. 

The State Senate University Committee’s “virtual- 
ly unanimous” rejection of the Joslyn bill to set fees 
at the University of Missouri reflects a wise appre- 
ciation of the relation of the legislator to public ed- 
ucation. If the fees charged students are too bigh, 
the responsibility for reduction rests with the cura- 
tors—after the Legislature has provided for the uni- 
versity’s needs by direct appropriation. The remedy 
obviously was not to take the fee-setting power from 
the curators and thus open the way for legislative 
regulation of the internal affairs of the university, 
The intention of Representative Joslyn, himself an 
alumnus of the university, and the good motives of 
the House in passing the bill, are not to be ques- 
tioned. They want university education made avail- 
able to al) young Missourians who would like such 
training. President McDavid of the Board of Cura- 
tors has promised that fees will be reduced at least 
15 per cent if the State university's pending appro- 
priation bill is passed. That should be enough to as- 
sure backers of the Joslyn bill that the constructive 
side of their proposal has been retained. -

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25 YEARS AFTER THE TITANIC DISASTER. 

It was 25 years ago tonight that the maiden voy- 
age of the world’s largest liner, proudly labeled “un- 
sinkable,” ended in disaster, when the Titanic rammed 
an iceberg in the North Atlantic. A quarter-century 
has rolled away, a world war and an economic cata- 
clysm have intervened, but the horror and“heroiam of 
the Titanic’s end are still a living saga. Its episodes 
are written into the finest traditions of the sea. 

Of the 2207 passengers and crew aboard, 1517 were 
lost. Out of their tragedy came adoption of reforms 
that today safeguard the lives of those who journey 
by sea. Most significant was establishment of the in- 
ternational iceberg patrol, conducted by the United 
States Coast Guard, under the auspices of 14 nations, 
which charts the floating mountains and warns ves- 
sels away from their path. Since the patrol began, 
not a life has been lost from the lurking peril that 
senk the Titanic, . 

It is a human frailty to take precautions after 
disaster rather than before. It took the shock of 
the Titanic’s loss to bring safety measures that 
would have prevented that disaster of 25 years ago.

Senator Says Court Decisions 
Prove Congress: Has Power 
to Outlaw Them. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 14.—Sena- 
tor Byrnes (Dem.), South Carolina, 
gaid today the Supreme Court de- 
cisions upholding the Wagner La- 
bor Act proved that Congress un- 
doubtedly had the power to outlaw 
sit-down strikes. 

A. House Committee has ap- 
proved, 11 to 4, a Senate resolution 
condemning sit-downs, company 
unions and industrial espionage, 
but Byrnes said he was considering 
stronger action. 

The Senate resolution, on which 
the House will vote next week, 
would have no lega) effect. 

Byrnes said he was undecided 
whether to propose a special 
amendment to the Wagner law that 


would forbid sit-down strikes, or 


to wait for possible general amend- 
ments. 

He gaid he would introduce a 
“labor spy” amendment to the pres- 
ent Byrnes law, which forbids im- 
portation of strike breakers across 
state lines. The amendment would 
prohibit the transportation of per- 
sons into another state to obstruct 
labor groups in collective bargain-

First we saw the  biockers, 
tiging felt cones on wooden 
biocks, thrusting them beneath 
steaming molds pressed down with 
a‘lever: All at once the lovely fur 
or wool felt flat or cone, just as it 
comes from the Danbury mills, is 
transformed into the shape of one 
of our absurd hats. It is stiff as 
a board and has lost its luster 
or velvety texture and its supple- 
ness. These have to be restored 
in breakers, whirling ovens, and by 
means of sanding and buffing ma- 
chines in another department. 
Blocking is one of the costliest 
parts of millinery production. 
Wooden blocks made in New York 
from Paris models cost an average 
of $20 apiece. There must be dupli- 
cates of each block so that several 
shapes can be drying while one is 
being steamed. Hach head size 
must have a separate block and 
each machine stitcher, trimmer and 
designer must have a duplicate 
block. There are also metal blocks 
in which shapes are pressed by 
hydraulic pressure after they have 
been to the sizing room for stiffen- 
ing and these dies cost $75 a set. 

“Our entire line of about 250 styles 
changes every two weeks,” explained

ancient hieroglyphic legends 
that, as long as 6000 years ago, the 
Egyptians wore shoes of the san- 
dal type. Indeed, these ancient 


and more consideration as an ar- 
ticle of adornment rather than of 
utility. Pointed toes alternated 
with square toes, high and low 
heels transplanted one another, fur- 
belows, straps, colored leather, 
painted and embossed decorations, 
even bells and ruffles enjoyed their 
day with only now and then the 
small and futilely protesting voice 
of the sanitarian crying out uns 
heeded and unheard. 


And yet, it is all so very simple. 
The normal foot requires no arch 
supporter nor any of the other gad- 
gets so liberally advertised today 
and so comforting to the foot after 
it has already suffered the abuse 
and strain of bad foot gear. High 
heels are, of course, an abomina- 
tion from the point of view of 
health. The shoe heel that is too 
high throws the weight bearing 
mechanism of the entire body in 
general and of the foot in particu- 
lar out of balance and results in 
foot strain, callus on the ball of 
the foot, shortening of the tendon 
or leader that directs upward 
movement of the heel, and fre- 
quently distorts the long slender 
parallel bones of the fore part of 
the foot, 


If the feet were articulate they 
would ask only for plenty of room 
in a shoe that was not too heavy 
nor too stiff, with a sole so pat- 
terned that, as the toes rested on 
it, they all pointed straight ahead, 
being deflected by pressure neither 
toward the east nor the west. Not 
so much room, of course, that fric- 
tion would develop blisters acutely 
or callosities chronically; put 
enough room to guarantee against 
that straight jacketing of the foot 
which throws the arches out of 
line, crowds the bones together and 
forces the toes into abnormal and 
unslightly positions.
